Remarks 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8, and 10-18 are pending. 
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Election/Restrictions 
The Examiner restricted the claims to the following two groups and required 
Applicants to elect one group of claims for prosecution: 

I. Claim 1 5 2, 4-8, and 10-12 drawn to methods of screening for compounds that 
reduce bone deterioration. 

II. Claims 13-18 drawn to a method of screening for compounds that increase 
bone mineral density. 

Applicant elects without traverse the claims of group II, claims 13-18. 

The Examiner further required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 the Applicant to elect in 
vitro or in vivo as the screening method for use in the claimed method. In reply, 
Applicant elects without traverse in vitro screening.
